"It does not seem that tlhere could pos- 


sibly be any more crows at the Pa- 
tapsco and Gunpowder river bottomsin 
Jlaryland than there are now," said 
John Gilbert, the traveling grocerymau, 
to a Kew York Sun reporter, "buit every 
farmer Havrn there will tell you that if 
it wasn't for the bubo owl there'd be 
twice as many, I don't know anything 
about a bubo owl, except what the hon- 
est farmers of these rich bottoms tell 
me. I never saw one, but I heard that 
this owl is as big ais a tiawk, can see in 
the daytime as well as at nigM, and 
dotes on crow. Storthing' seems to tickle 
the palate of tbe bubo, so they told me, 
like- the crow. 


''Having eyes to see both by cfay and 


by night, ithc bubo wvl packs offl its 
crows ftrom their roosts ae well as cap- 
tures th«m by daylight raids on flocks 
that, are intent on foraging'. The crown, 
dowaithereseem to be ever expecting a 
raid from some prowling butoo, and 
they post a regular line O'f sen'tinels 
about a field when they are foraging, or 
in the woods where they hold their daily 
councils. The senitimels appointed take 
tlieir posts and give notice by a peculiar 
cry when they detect a, bubo prowling 
about, 
Immiecliralely a large force, of 


crows is detailed from the field to hunt 
the bubo out, and they seldom fail it'o 
find the hated fo*. 
They then attack 


him, 
poun'cing upon him from every 


^ide'. The owl is forced to fly by the 
overwhelming force hurled against 
him. 
He is much s\virter on the w.in£

There is an opinion so general as to 


be almost -universal that the increase 
in the sizeof a newspaper, or more prop- 
erly in the number of pages in a news- 
paper, is du« primarily to the cheapen- 
ing- of -the paper upon which newspa- 
pers are printed; but the fact of the 
matter is that a potent agency in the 
reduction in the size of the pages and 
their increase in number is not the cost 
of the paper, but the improvement in 
printing machinery whereby it is no 
longer necessary to follow the primitive 
method of printing a newspaper. Orig- 
ii'ally, newspapers regularly published 
appeared in the form of small sheets 
somewhat on the style of popular songs, 
ond gradually, as the size of the print- 
ing machinery was enlarged, there 
came into vog-ue the "blanket sheets," 
Which could be readily printed, one 
side doming off the press, before the 
other was put on. . 
The cost of newspaper paper has de- 


creased in 25 years f rosm.about 15 to less I 
than two and a half cents a pound, but, 
great as 1)his reduction has been, it is 
proportionately much less important 
than the advance which has been made 
in respect to printing and folding, 
whereby it is now cs easy to publish a 
paper of a dozen, pages as a few years 
ago it was to publish one of four pages. 


Incident to these chang-es, the size of 


newspapers ha's, ip the United States 
at least, been pretty generally equal- 
ized, though there are a few outstand- 
ing "blanket sheets" among the old- 
fashioned afternoon and trade papers. 
The largest newspaper ever issued was 
the Illuminated Quadruple Constella- 
tion, which was the size of a billiard 
table. The dimensions of this journal 
were 8%x6 feet, and it seems to have 
been a fact and accepted as such that 
the demand for the continuous appear- 
ance of this journal was not so great 
as to require its permanent publica- 
tion. 
The smallest newspaper in the world 


is II Teleg-ramo, bearing the motto: 
"Much Meat but little Froth," and pub- 
lished at Guadalay, Mexico. It is 8x2ya- 
inches. This Mexican journal has not 
adopted, but it might 
well perhaps 


adopt, as its motto, "Multumin Purro." 
It is seid that the highest-priced news- 
paper in the world is the ifashioinaland 
Herald. It is published at Fort Salis- 
bury, Mashonaland, and the price is 
one shilling—25 cents—a copy. 
In 


France, for some reason, the merit oC 
a journal seems to a considerable ex- 
tent to be based on its smallnessin siae, 
and a four-page Paris paper of 20x31 
inches sells readily for three cents, 
while a smaller paper sells for four and 
five cents. 


At Prince Albert, a remote village 


in the Canadian northwest, a -unique 
weekly paper is published in the hand 
writing of its proprietor, who acts, as 
editor, reporter, advertising agent and 
printer. This paper appears in purple 
ink from a giela.tine copying process. 
In England, especially in the provincial 
districts, papers ore larger and cost 
les.= than is the rule in. Fmnce. Eng- 
lish papers, too, are printed on heavier 
paper, and with what ought to be, if it 
isn't, cheaper ink.—N. Y. Sun.

The habits of this particular species 


From the vei-y 
beginaiing of life the crab manifests a 
pugnacious disposition, and is e\ei 
ready for a fight wttl an antagonist 
The younger members, of the family re- 
main, hidden in the mud near the 
water's edge, and await Ulie coming1 ol 
the land crab, known, as fiddlers, -who 
go down to the water to dtrSak. I*he 
crab in^iding makes a dash for his un- 
suspecting- cousin with the ferocity of 
a tiger. 


All crabs have, cannibalistic propensi- 


ties, but where they are evenly matched 
these encounters ^seldom prove fatal. 


The shedding process through which 


a crab passes at stated intervals is very 
curious. Several days before the crafo 
makes this change it accumulates con- 
sldcralble fat, on which it subsists for 
quite a period after tihe shedding- of its 
coat has tWten place. It is utterly 
helpless after this occurs, and is com- 
pelled to lie stall until it has sufficient 
ctrengtOi to get about. 


The female crab Vs much better cared 


for than her male brethren during- -this 
period. Each female crab is accom- 
panied Tjy a hard shell male, who gnarda 
her against the attacks of antagonists 
unta the shell is hardened.—N. Y. Jour- 
nal.

The Cherokee Indians of Sequoyah 
istrict, Indian territory, had a bi g fish 
ry the other day on. Lee's creek that 
utstripped ull other efforts in that line 
per attempted in this country. Hun- 
rftds oi white men, women and chil- 
dren participated, as wftll as nearly 
,000 "bucks," "squaws" laid papooses. 


A. large amount of fish was caug-ht 


j killed. They have two ways o£ get- 
ing fish, -which insure n plenty when- 1 
vi>r they attempt a fish fry. One way 
s to send a month in advance a lot 
if men to dam up a hole. This is done 
it the upper end of a larg-e hole, and 
xtends as far down, the hole as shul- 
ow water extends, or until the water 
s not more than two feet deep. Tie 
dnrn extends across the stream and'an 
.pening is left about ten. feet wide 
n the center, kt two o'clock a. zn. j 
the day the fish fry is to come off they 
stop this opening, thus having- tie flan 
traipsed. • 
The next morningr the fun begins. 


lundlreds of men wade in and -with 
>ow and arrow begin the onslaught. 
V fish is sighted and the bow brought 
nto service. Sometimes a large fish 
lias a dozen arrows in it before it is 
captured. All this time the redskins, 
male and female, keep screeching, their 
cries being- easily heard a mile away. 


This is the why they always start 


out to get itsh, but if from any cause 
they fail to get enough they resort tc 
"'buckeyeing." This is accomplished 
;y getting- sacks of buckeye leaves and 
branches, crushing them with stonea 
and wallowing thvm through the creek. 
This, intoxicates the fish and they are 
•easily caug-ht by vpearmg, shooting-(or 
with bow and ai'row, the Indians scl- 
lom failing- to g«t all the fish they 
want. The fish inad'e drunk will soon 
veco%ei if not taken out of the water 
quickly. 


As soon as they have caughtenough 


for a "roait," cooking- begins. A trench 
la dug and wirt! stretched across it. 
The lish are laid, on top of the wire 
just as they are taken from tho 'creek 
—not cleaned Oi- dressed. A fire is then 
lighted in the trench, and after turn- 
ing over the fish « few times they are 
•taken off "done." The native thcu 
takes the fish, peels the scales or skins, 
as the case may be, off, eats to the 
entrails and throws the carcass away. 


It is a sight; worth going- miles to 


see, a Cherokee fish fry, and' whenever 
one is announced more white men go 
than do Indians. — St. Jjouis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.

It has not happened! to every ons 


to see a lobster cast his shell. Last 
summer I had an opportunity of watch- 
ing- the process. I was staying lor sev- 
eral weefcs in a 'secluded little village 
on, the south coast, and one day, when 
the only fisherman, in the place re- 
turned after taking up his "pots," he 
flung upon the beach a specimen too 
small for sale or home consumption. 
The (prize was taken possession of by 
a boy, who presented it to my impro 
vised aquarium, for which all the lit- 
tle boys of the village were enthusiastic 
collectors. I kept the water well 
aerated, and devoted a great deal of 
time and attention to my various liv p 
stock; and at last my reward came 
At the time of his capture my lobster 
bad already begun to think about get- 
ting a new suit; and, as the days went 
by, the old shell became so small for 
him that he could no longer avoid dis- 
car4Jng- his ever-tightening armor. One 
morning, therefore, I found my lobster 
apparently in his last agonies. He lay 
«n his back and rublbed his legs con- 
vulsively together as if in intense pain.; 
and then he wriggled about, or jerked 
himself violently upward by means of 
his tail. I suppose that these actions 
na<J for their object the loosening of 
the claws and limbs in their sheaths. 
The rapid movements somewhat dis- 
turbed the sand and clouded the water; 
but, as the patient lay close to the glass, 
I never entirely lost sight of him. 
Nevertheless, I do not quite know how 
it all occurred. The throes continued 
for an hour or more, and efforts were 
apparently made to burst the shell 
open from within; but it was not until 
I saw the lobster had actually divested 
himself of his heath-covering that I un- 
derstood what my guest was about, 
A great deJl more wriggling and strug- 
gling followed, the lobster gradually 
squeezing himself, as it were, out of the 
shoulders of his suit of armor. 


The operation' looked as if it were 


extremely painful and exhausting; but 
at last I had the satisfaction, of seeing 
my lobster and his discarded shell lying 
side by side. The latter looked muclb 
the smaller of the two, and, save that 
it was motionless, it might have been 
mistaken, for a live and healthy crusta- 
cean in full dress. The orifice through 
which the ancient tenant had evicted 
himself was very small, and1 the head- 
piece had not been completely tihrown 
off, but was left hanging, as by ahinge. 
But now the naked lolbster did not look 
at all like his old self. His colors were 
so bright as to suggest that he had 
been parboiled, and he had the tender 
appearance of human flesh from which 
the skin had just been removed. I took 
out the shell and found1 that my guest 
had got rid not only of themiajor parl 
of his eyes, but also of the lining of/his 
stomach, including his internal teeth, 
and of some of the bones of his thorax; 
yet he seemed to be little the worse 
for his thorough turn-out. On. my re- 
turn from luncheon I touched bim and 
found that, although quite soft, he was 
covered with an incipient shell of the 
approximate solidity of oiled tissue pa- 
per. 


I hav e omitted to mention one curious 


circumstance connected with this par- 
ticular animal's toilet. When the lob- 
ster was given to me he was without 
his left big claw, which had, I suppose, 
been accidentally wrenched off by his 
original captor. The stump very quick- 
ly healed up, a hard, calcareous seal 
encrusting the end of the joint.- To 
my astonishment, when the lobster 
worked himself out of his old shell, 
he appeared with a rudimentary left 
claw, which had1 evidently formed be- 
hind the shield. This claw,grew even 
more rapidly than the rest of the body.
